Sierra Madrean Featured 
In Magazine As Hunter 

Neale Perkins of 190 Oak Meadow, Sierra Madre, is 
featured in an unusual article in the May issue of Gun 
World magazine, now on newsstands. 

The article, entitled, “Liv- - 

Ing It Up In I>eath Valley,” 
deals with the unlikely ad¬ 
venture of duck hunting in 
this desert area. With two 
other hunters, he flew into 
the small corner of Nevada 
covered by Death Valley, 
landed his plane on a bull¬ 
dozed air strip and soon was 
hunting in a sector known 
to few outdoorsmen. As 
there is no cover other than 
sand dunes surrounding the 
broad lakes, and the hunt¬ 
ers had no room in the plane 
for decoys or dogs, the ad¬ 
venture took on some ridicu¬ 
lous aspects; They u.sed a 
nearby rancher’s truck to 
charge up to the edge of the 
lake, and once clear of the 
vehicle, started shooting be¬ 
fore the waterfowl could 
take wing. 

In spite of the fact that 
Death Valley gets highly hot 
in summer, it also freezes 
during the winter and early 
spring months. With no dogs 


to retrieve the downed birds, 
Perkins and his cohorts were 
forced to use a small inflat¬ 
able life raft for this chore. 
They also had neglected to 
bring paddles and .used 
their Qupped hands to pro¬ 
pel themselves through the 
water. 

In spite of such aggrava¬ 
tions, this trio found five 
.different varities of ducks in 
this desert oasis and had 
their individual limits in 
short order.

Suffolk To

In 6 Months 

So that there will be very 
little doubt in the minds of 
the merchants of our city as 
well as the people, the City 
Administrator states that as 
far as he can forsee the Suf- 
f o 1 k Avenue extension 
should be opened and com¬ 
pleted close to October 15 to 
November 1. 

Procedure in process at the 
time is the opening of es¬ 
crows for the purchase of all 
land. The hearing will take 
30-days before taldng place, 
after which bids wiU be 
placed, this requiring an¬ 
other 30 days. After the bids 
are let, 15 to 20 days will 
elapse before work can start. 

The estimated time of work 
is four months, hence about 
October 15. 

It has been the agreement 
of the Council to purchase 
the land, after which a 1911 
act will be passed, to obli¬ 
gate the public for the cost 
of the land, pavement, 
curbs, gutters and construc¬ 
tion. 

Merchants can now corre¬ 
late their plans toward the 
opening, and could have an 
ideal parking and entry 
situation all taken care of by 
the holiday season, which is 
felt would be a great boost 
to the convenience of cus¬ 
tomer parking.

More than 15,800 parent- 
teacher conferences were 
held in Pasadena elemen¬ 
tary schools during first 
semester, according to statis¬ 
tics released from the Divi¬ 
sion of Elementary Schools. 

With an enrollment of 17,- 
483, the average district per¬ 
centage of parent-teacher 
conferences completed was a 
high 90.6 per cent. 

Leading schools were 
Sierra Mesa, with 100 per 
cent, followed by Hale, 
Audubon, Linda Vista, San 
Rafael, Altadena, and Ar¬ 
royo Seco, all with better 
than 98 percent. ’Twenty of 
Pasadena’s 28 elementary 
schools had percentages of 
90 per cent or better.

Are we getting anywhere 
against cancer? 

According to a leaflet 
which is being distributed 
to Sierra Madre households 
during the American Cancer 
Society's current Crusade 
Against Cancer, definite 
progress is being made 
against this disease. 

The leaflet says, "Gains 
in diagnosis and treatment 
have naade it posable for 
ever a million Amerieans to 
be allva today, oured of oan- 
oer. 

"Physicians could eure 
about half of all oancer b*- 
tirnts, if people came for ex¬ 
amination in time. 

"With present medical 
knowledge, uterine cancer 
could be practically elim¬ 
inated. Many more people 
could be oured of cancer of 
the colon and rectum. Note- 
vjorthy progress is being 
made In research.” 

The leaflet also contains 
answers to the questions, 
protection is there against 
cancer?” and “What pro¬ 
gress is being made against 
leukemia?” It includes a 
list of cancer’s seven most 
frequent warning signs. 

Approximately 100 volun¬ 
teers will carry the literature 
from door to door during the 
"Tell Ycnur Neighbor” house- 
to-house Crusade Against 
Cancer which will be held 
on Thursday night, April 8. 

While making their 
rounds with information 
about cancer, the Society’s 
workers also will collect 
neighbors’ contributions for 
support of the Society’s pro¬ 
grams of research, education 
and service to cancer pa¬ 


tients. 

"Whether a person con¬ 
tributes or not. We want him 
to spend three or four min¬ 
utes reading the literature 
we give him,” declared Mrs. 
Robert Mitchell today. 

Mrs. M 11 c h e 11, who is 
chairman of the Society’s Si¬ 
erra Madre Crusade, said the 
objective of the Crusade 
Against Cancer is to save 
lives in two ways: imme¬ 
diately by warning of can- 
oer’s danger signals, and in 
the future by raising fluads 
for research. 

Information in the leaflets 
ceuld produce immediate re¬ 
sults by alerting unouepect- 
ing patients to the fact that 
they need treatment, she 
said.
